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Support  for  Israel  waning  among  younger  evangelicals 


NASHVILLE,  Tn.  (Special)  -  -IT 
OkJer  American  evangelicals  Jove 
Israel  but  many  younger  evangel¬ 
icals  simply  don  t  care,  according 
to  a  r.cw  survey  from  Nashville- 
based  LifeWay  Research,  an 
evangelical  research  division  of 
LifeWay  Christian  Resources  in 
Nashville  that  specializes  in  sur¬ 
veys  about  faith  in  culture  and 


matters  that  affect  churches. 

Seventy-seven  percent  of 
evangelicals  ages  65  and  older 
say  they  support  the  existence, 
security,  and  prosperity'  of  Is¬ 
rael.  That  figure  drops  to  58%  j 
among  younger  evangelicals 
agesio  to  34. 

Four  in  to  younger  evangeli¬ 
cals  have  no  strong  views  about 
Israel.  Fewer  younger  evangeli¬ 
cals  (58%)  have  an  overall  pos¬ 
itive  perception  of  Israel  than 
older  evangelicals  (76%).  The 
younger  set  is  also  less  sure 
Israel's  rebirth  in  1948  was  a 
gdod  thing. 

"For  the  most  part,  young¬ 
er  evangelicals  are  indifferent 
about  Israel”  said  Scott  McCon¬ 
nell,  executive  director  of  Life- 
Way  Research. 

LifeWay  Research  asked 
2,002  Americans  with  evangeli¬ 
cal  beliefs  about  a  wide  range 
of  issues  involving  Israel,  from 
its  place  in  the  Bible  to  its  treat¬ 
ment  of  Palestinians.  The  sur¬ 
vey  focused  on  Americans  with 
evangelical  beliefs  rather  than 
self-identic  ed  evangelicals. 

Overall,  that  group  is  sup¬ 
portive  of  Israel.  Sixty  yaeven 
percent  have  a  positive  view  of 
IsraeL  Nine  percent  have  a  neg¬ 
ative  view.  Twenty-four  percent 
are  not  sure. 

One-fourth  support  the  exis¬ 
tence,  security,  and  prosperity 
of  Israel,  no  matter  what  Israel 
does.  Forty-two  percent  sup- 

eirt  Israel,  but  not  everything 
reel  does.  One  percent  do 
not  support  Israel.  Thirty-two 
percent  have  no  strong  views 
about  Israel. 

Few  (14%)  agree  when  asked 
whether  Israel’s  rebirth  was  an 
injustice  to  Arabs  in  the  Middle 
East.  Fifty  percent  disagree. 
Thirty-six  percent  are  not  sure. 

Twenty-two  percent  say  mod¬ 
ern  Israel  has  been  unfair  to 
Palestinians.  Forty-one  percent 
disagree.  Thirty-seven  percent 
are  not  sure. 

Younger  evangelicals  (19^) 
are  more  likely  to  see  the  rebirth 
of  Israel  as  an  injustice.  Only 
34%  disagree.  Forty-seven  per¬ 
cent  are  not  sure.  Among  older 
evangelicals,  nine  percent  see 
the  rebirth  of  Israel  as  an  injus¬ 
tice,  while  62%  disagree.  Twen¬ 
ty-eight  percent  are  not  certain. 

Otdei  evangelicals  (49*0  art- 
more  likely  to  disagree  that  Is¬ 
rael  has  been  unfair  to  Palestin¬ 
ians.  Young  evangelicals  (32%) 
are  less  likely  to  disagee  with, 
that  statement. 

Mitch  Glaser,  president  of 
Chosen  People  Ministries,  which

Evangelical  believers  are  un¬ 
certain  bow  to  resolvg  differ 
erices between  Israelis  and  Pal¬ 
estinians.  Twenty-three  percent 
say  Israel  should  sign  a  treaty 
allowing  Palestinians  to  have 
a  sovereign  state  in  the  West 
Bank  and  Gaza.  Thirty-one  per¬ 
cent  disagree.  Forty-six  percent 
are  unsure. 

Six  in  10  sav  Christians 
should  do  more  to  love  and  care 
for  Palestinians.  Sixteen  percent 
disagree.  Twenty-five  percent 
are  not  sure. 

Among  younger  evangelicals, 
two-thirds  say  Christians  need 
to  do  more  to  care  for  Palestin¬ 
ians.  That  drops  to  54  %  among 
those  65  and  older 

Most  evangelical  believers 
(73%)  agree  they  are  concerned 
for  the  safety'  of  Christians  in 
areas  controlled  by  the  Pales¬ 
tinian  Authority.  Five  percent 
disagree.  Twenty-two  percent 
arc  not  certain. 

.Evangelicals  are  certain 
God  wants  the  State  of  Is¬ 
rael  to  exist,  said  McConnell, 
but  they  think  Christian  love 
should  include  Palestinian 
people.  “They  believe  God 
wants  Israel  to  be  there,  but 
they  also  think  God  cares  how 
the  nation  of  Israel  acts.”

Twenty-five 
percent  are  not  sure.  Only  10% 
sav  Palestinians  have  a  historic 
right  to  Israel.

Author  Joel  C.  Rosenberg, 
who  also  helped  underwrite  the 
survey,  said  most  evangelicals 
see  a  connection  between  the 
Bible  and  the  modern  nation  ot 
Israel  but  he  said  he's  worried 
that's  not  the  ease  for  younger 
evangelicals,  which  could  cause 
evangelical  support  for  Israel  to 
drop  in  the  future. 

“Unless  the  church  gives 
younger  believers  a  healthy, 
balanced,  solidly  biblical  un¬ 
derstanding  of  God's  love  and 
plan  for  Israel,  overall  evangel! 


People  Ministries  and  author 
Joel  C.  Rosenberg.

Sunday  School  Lessons  for  December  10,  201’ 


Misguided  Worship  •  Acts  14:8-20 


I  hope  a*  we  travel  through  the  book 
of  Acts  we  will  not  only  see  it  as  history 
but  also  as  a  training  manual  for  the 
church.  We  know  what  the  disciples 
did  in  the  book  of  Acts  worked,  so  we 
do  not  need  to  reinvent  the  wheel.  The 
struggles  they  had  and  conquered  can 
serve  as  encouragement  to  us  when 
faced  with  similar  situations. 

There  are  major  lessons  to  be 
learned  from  this  book,  the  first,  we 
learned  last  week:  Any  endeavor  we 
make  for  the  kingdom  must  be  led  by 
the  Holy  Spirit.  Tnis  is  important,  be¬ 
cause  there  is  ar,  enemy  who  will  try  to 
» or  at  leas'  discourage  us  at  every 


As  Paul  a..d  Barnabas  continued  on 
their  journey  of  spreading  the  gospel, 
Acts  la  Illustrates  3  ways  the  disciples 
could  have  felt  defeated  and  tempted 
to  quit  had  they  not  been  led  by  the 
Spirit. 

The  first  distraction  was  division 
among  those  who  heard  and  believed 
in  lconium  where  the  leaders  “stirred 
up  and  poisoned  the  minds'  against 
tne  brothers,  (verse  2)  Personally  1 
would  have  quit,  but  what  was  the  re¬ 
sponse  of  the  disciples?  Verse  3  says, 
■So.  they  stayed  there  a  long  time  and 
spoke  boldly  for  the  Lord...(wholen- 
anled  them  to  do  signs  and  wonders. ' 
The  enemy  caused  division  among  the 
church  thinking  this  would  halt  the 


preaching,  yet  the  Spirit  enabled  the 
disciples  to  boldly  speak  truth.  When 
we  are  faced  with  division,  we  can  call 
upon  the  Holy  Spirit's  power  to  help 
us.  Paul  and  Barnabas  eventually  left 
lconium  and  traveled  to  Lystra  and 
continued  to  preach.  When  we  rely  on 
the  Holy  Spirit,  division  will  not  deter 
the  message. 

Since  causing  division  did  not  work, 
the  next  plot  was  using  pride.  The  Holy 
Spirit  had 
enabled  the 
disciples 
to  he.il  a 
lame  man 
in  Lystra 
and  upon 
seeing  this 
miracle,  the 
people  be¬ 
gan  to  wor¬ 
ship  the  dis¬ 
ciples,  even  bowing  to  them.  Had  the 
disciples  not  been  keenly  aware  of  the 
Spirit’s  leading,  they  might  have  fallen 
for  this  tactic  and  relished  in  this  trib¬ 
ute.  Instead  they  remained  true,  giving 
all  glory'  to  God.  We  must  be  aware  how 
easy  it  is  to  praise  a  pastor  or  leader 
when  good  things  happen  in  our  con¬ 
gregation.  However,  we  must  be  acute¬ 
ly  aware  that  God  alone  should  receive 
honor  and  glory  for  accomplishments 
in  the  church. 


When  the  disciples  refused  the  ac¬ 
colades,  and  stated  that  only  through 
the  one  true  God  were  these  things 
done,  the  people  turned  against  them. 
They  alone  with  Jews  from  lconium 
and  Antioch  intensified  the  dissention 
which  led  to  the  3rd  tactic  of  the  en¬ 
emy:  The  threat  of  death! 

Surely  the  threat  of  death  would 
end  the  menace  of  Christianity,  but 
satan  is  a  slow  learner.  If  killing  Jesus 
didn't  work 
then  neither 
would  death 
threats  stop 
the  spread 
of  the  Gos¬ 
pel  Al¬ 
though  Paul 
was  stoned 
and  left  for 
•  dead,  he  got 
up,  went 

back  into  the  town,  and  left  the  next 
day  for  Derbe,  where  he  preached 
even  more  boldly  and  made  many  dis¬ 
ciples  (vs.21)  Paul  and  Barnabas  then 
did  the  unthinkable:  they  returned 
to  the  very  towns  where  they  were 
threatened  in  order  to  strengthen  the 
followers  and  to  appoint  leaders  who 
would  continue  the  work. 

Acts  14:22  (CSB)  reads,". ..strength¬ 
ening  the  disciples  by  encouraging 
them  to  continue  in  the  faith  and  by

telling  them,  ‘It  is  necessary  to  go 
through  many  hardships  to  enter 
the  kingdom  of  God.'  "  It  is  here  that 
Paul  gives  us  the  second  great  lesson 
in  building  the  kingdom:  If  we  are  to 
spread  the  gospel  we  must  be  ready  to 
suffer  for  the  gospel.  Jesus  said  much 
the  same  thing  when  He  said,  “If  any¬ 
one  would  come  after  me,  let  him  deny 
himself  and  take  up  his  cross  daily  and 
follow  me.  Luke  9:23  (ESVJ 

Following  Jesus,  and  doing  His 
work  here  on  earth  requires  morq 
than  just  desire  or  obligation.  It  re¬ 
quires  the  leading  and  empowering 
of  the  Spirit  of  God  and  an  endur¬ 
ing  in  hardships.  What  we  see  as  the 
church  was  birthed,  was  an  amazing 
power  to  accomplish  great  things  for 
the  kingdom.  Neither  division,  pride, 
nor  threat  of  death  stifled  the  disci¬ 
ples.  Paul  and  Barnabas  were  sent  out 
by  the  Holy  Spirit,  they  did  what  God 
said,  and  the  kingdom  grew  among 
the  Gentiles.  We  have  access  to  that 
very  same  power  in  the  church  today 
if  only  we  would  take  advantage  of  it 
We  have  no  excuse  from  continuing 
the  work  they  began.

Jesus  Teaches  •  Mark  4:1-9 


Our  nation  is  one  fascinated  with 
super  heroes.  Batman,  Superman, 
Wonder  Woman,  and  Spiderman  are 
huge  franchises  and  always  popular 
movie  choices.  Has  it  crossed  your 
mind  the  number  of  super  heroes  you 
may  know?  In  fact,  you  may  be  one 
yourself.  The  heroes  I  am  referriv,  to 
are  school  teachers.  Underpaid  and 
underappreciated,  not  all  heroes  wear 
capes  or  masks.  There  is  a  good  chance 
if  you  are  reading  this  commentary, 
you  are  either  a  teacher  or  discussion 
leader  in  your  church.  School  teachers 
have  the  only  job  in  the  world  in  which 
I  am  jealous.  They  shape  minds  and 
worldviews  in  a  magnitude  few  oth¬ 
ers  can.  I  have  several  teachers  in  the 
church  1  pastor.  I  like  being  around 
teachers  and  picking  their  brain.  I  am 
always  eager  to  know  how  people  learn 
and  the  latest  teaching  methods. 

No  matter  your  ministry  or  profes¬ 
sion.  you  had  to  be  taught  certain  skills 
to  succeed.  Everyone  is  the  beneficiary 
of  teachers.  Teaching  makes  all  jobs  or 
ta'sks  possible  Some  of  the  best  advice 
I  received  while  in  college  was  a  pro¬ 
fessor  who  stated.  “Always  be  green! 
If  you  are  green,  you  are  growing."  We 
all  have  much  to  learn  and  should  be 
eager  to  do  so.  One  of  the  more  amus¬ 
ing  things  to  witness  is  a  child  in  el¬ 


ementary  school  helping  someone  so 
or  more  years  their  senior  learn  how 
to  use  a  smart  phone,  tablet,  or  other 
electronic  device. 

Of  all  the  many  attributes  of  Christ, 
one  that  does  not  receive  the  attention 
it  should  is  Christ's  ability  as  a  teacher. 
It  should  come  as  no  surprise  Christ 
is  the  greatest  teacher  of  all  time.  He 
is,  in  fact,  Truth.  There  are  a  count¬ 
less  number 
of  teach¬ 
ers  that 

have  liter¬ 
ally  changed 
my  life,  but 
none  like 
Jesus.  We 
find  in  Mark 
4:1-9  the 
crowds  were 
beginning 
to  swell  to  bear  what  He  was  going  u> 
say.  One  of  the  preferred  methods  Jr 
sus  used  when  teaching  was  the  tell¬ 
ing  of  parables.  Ihe  word  “parable  is 
compound  word  from  the  Greek,  best 
defined  as  "something  laic!  alongside  of 
something  else  for  the  purpose  of  com¬ 
parison  to  glean  a  meaning. . 

1  imagine  if  you  took  the  time  lo 
think  about  vout  favorite  preacher, 
one  of  the  characteristics  that  makes 


him  memorable  was  his  ability  to  re¬ 
late  Scripture  to  life  and  application. 
The  late  Frank  Pollard  of  FBC  Jackson 
was  one  of  the  true  geniuses  at  doing 
this.  He  could  paint  a  picture  with  his 
words  that  made  you  think  were  sitting 
inside  the  story  no  matter  if  it  were  set 
in  Texas  or  California. 

As  He  often  did,  Jesus  chose  to  use 
an  agricultural  theme  to  illustrate 
His  mes¬ 
sage.  He 
compared 
four  differ 
erp  ut 
soil  to  show 
how  the  re¬ 
ception  of 
the  seed  is 
essential  in 
the  produc¬ 
tion  of  Ihe 
crop.  The  differing  soils  could  he  la¬ 
beled  as:  rejected  (4:4).  rocky  (4:5.6). 
and  restricted  (4:7).  The  rejected  seed 
represents  those  with  hard  hearts  and 
refuse  to  allow  the  truths  ot  tin  gos¬ 
pel  to  penetrate  and  are  the  epitome 
of  pride.  The  rocky- soil  lakes  the  seed 
and  may  even  show  promise,  but  when 
the  early  signs  of  adversity  come,  they 
will  dissipate  and  are  no  good  lo  any¬ 
one.  The  restricted  soil  is  a  frustrating 


tale  of  what  might  have  been.  People 
represented  in  this  group  henr  the 
word  being  taught  but  rather  pursue 
the  world  (see  Mark  4:19).  Now  here 
is  the  troubling  reality  for  you  and 
me:  all  three  of  the  different  types  of 
“soils"  are  sitting  in  our  churches  ev¬ 
ery  Sunday.  Some  are  even  in  leader¬ 
ship  and  teach  others,  and  all  three 
types  are  lost. 

Thankfully,  there  is  a  fourth  sot!. 
The  receptive  soil  in  4:B  The  yield 
of  the  crop  in  the  parable  was  unlike 
anything  the  original  audience  could 
have  imagined.  The  question  is  obvi¬ 
ous:  which  “soil"  are  you?  The  problem 
with  the  produce  is  never  the  message 
of  Christ.  The  gospel  is  true,  and  a  re¬ 
sponse  is  required,  liven  though  wintur 
ts  a  couple  'it  weeks  awav,  and  the  lit¬ 
eral  ground  may  be  hard,  think  about 
the  conduciveness  of  yotit  heart  Is 
your  heart  fn  such  a  favorable  state  it 
i*.  quick  to  receive  the  words  ot  Christ 
ana  respond  in  a  positive  way?
